Hardships on Farmer, Said 


The current war-time economy, 
with production for national de- 
fense taking the rightofway, and 
with many peacetime industries 
suddenly forced to curtail opera- 
tions, has farmers jumping sideways 
to keep up with the procession, ac- 
cording to Ralph H. Taylor of the 
California Agricultural Council. 

Already a lack of parts for re- 
placement in farm equipment is be- 
ing felt and the problem threatens 
to become more acute as agricul- 
ture’s geared-up production sched- 
ule hits its stride.

History of 
Menlo Park

Daniel C. McGlynn and his friend 
Dennis J. Oliver, came to Califor- 
nia appreximately in 1849. It is be- 
lieved they bought 650 acres of the 
Pulgas Rancho, lying on the west 
side of the Camino Real, about 1850. 
They soon built handsome homes 
on a portion of the estate, placed 
an arched gate at the entrance to 
the home place, enscribed with both 
of their names and the name they 
had given to their estate “Menlo 
Park” in honor of an estate in their 
native Ireland. 


Apparently Mr. McGlynn was un- 


married. There is no record of him» 


having wed,even when he made out 
a deed to the entire estate March 
28, 1855. That deed was confirmed 
by a second deed May 15, 1857, ane 
it is recorded in Volume 1 of Dee¢ 3, 
on Pages 146-147, May 10,1857, Den 
nis J. Oliver and his wife, Bridget, 
sold the property to George C. 
Johnson. That deed is recorded in 
Volume 1 of Deeds. Pages 147-48. 

Senora Arguello mortgaged a sec- 
tion of her rancho to Rufus Rowe, 
Edward S. Rowe and Ernest J. Cor- 
dier. They soon acquired title to 
that section, and in turn mortgaged 
it to Isaac N. Briceland. By a de- 
cree of the Fourth District court of 
San Francisco, issued March 5, 1855, 
the property was awarded to Mr. 
Briceland, a resident of Shasta City, 
Shasta County. That section of land 
was on the eastern side of El Ca- 
mino Real, and extended approxi- 
mately from Ravenswood Ave. to 
Glenwood Ave. and thence east to 
Middlefield Road.

ARMISTICE DAY 


Noy. 11, 1918 was a day of rejoicing which will 
be forgotten by none who saw or heard it, whether 
doughboys on the western front or civilians at home, 
staging the delirious celebration that swept the en- 
tire country. 

Nor will it soon be forgotten how in the period 
after the Armistice, a tide of high optimism stirred 
the world, if the cheering and weeping which 
vreeted the war’s end were a manifestation of the 
people’s love of peace their hatred of the folly of war, 
their belief that never again would monstrous war- 
fare shatter orderly relations among nations. 

That conviction did not die an easy death. Only 
12 years ago, under the Kellogg-Briand pact, 62 of the 
world’s leading powers pledged themselves to re- 
nounce war as an instrument of policy. But pacts con- 
sist exclusively of words, and words alone cannot stop 
bullets, nor thwart aggressive powers. And since the 
Armistice the world, perhaps through fear or short- 
sightedness, forgot that if cooperative action by 
friendly nations can win a war, a lack of such action 
can also precipitate it. Peace-loving powers may have 
also forgotten that, if they had nothing to gain from 
wars of conquest, there were other nations who did 
not share that view, who, in fact, wanted war, and 
planned and equipped thentselves for it, while peace- 
loving powers looked on indifferently. 

The soldiers, living and dead, whom America 
honors on Armistice Day won their victory at arms 
with high renown. Their sacrifice is a challenge—and 
perhaps a reproach!—to America to win the battle of 
peace when the next Armistice sounds.

Rigid Dirigible Considered 

And so the attention of a little 
group in Washington has turned to 
an air arm which has been almost 
forgotten, the great rigid dirigible 
True, 48 small airships 
have been authorized by congress 
for shore patrol.duty and one has 
been completed, but the United 
States has no great dirigibles. 

Capt. Charles Rosendahl has al- 
ways believed in the dirigible. He 
was navigator of the first Ameri- 
can-built airship, the Shenandoah, 
was the only senior officer who sur- 
vived when that obsolete ship 
cracked up in a storm in 1925. Two 
more American airships, the Ak- 
ron and the Macon smashed, and 
then the German Hindenburg 
burned. This record discouraged al- 
most everyone except Rosendahl. 
Today he believes that the airship 
would make an ideal patrol and air- 
craft carrier to supplement the oth- 
er craft in modern warfare. 

The airship, Captain Rosendahl 
says, can carry planes as easily as 
a surface aircraft carrier. They 


| can return and anchor to her boson. 


The great ship can spot subma- 
rines and mine fields below the sur- 
face, she can hover, even fly back- 
wards, can drop depth charges. 
Britain’s latest step in ‘‘arming” 
merchant ships with planes may 
bring Rosendahl’s dream to reali- 
zation. Before the war is over we 
may see these great ships patrolling 
the sky-lanes once more, with the 
precious fighters tucked under their 
helping to solve the prob- 
lem of establishing air superiority 


over the Atlantic.

An Experiment 
In Co-operation 

There is always some starvation 
in the midst of plenty. With a rec- 
ord farm income ahead and prices 
on agricultural products going up 
there are still some folks who cannot 
make a go of it on the land because 
of circumstances which they cannot} 
control. How federal and state as-' 
sistance pulled some of these folks; 
through in two North Carolina coun- 
ties makes an interesting story. 

Up in the Blue Ridge mountains 
in Allegheny and Ashe counties, 
farming among the boulders has al- 
ways been tough going. It is a ques- 
tion for these farmers of getting 
part-time, outside work or going 
hungry. The trees used to solve the 
problem, the cutting of timber and 
selling it or working for the lumber 
companies. But the trees have gone. 

The farms are not big enough to 
rate loans from the Farm Security 
administration, but properly run 
they could provide garden truck and 
grain for food and feed for their 


| owners and pigs and chickens. 


So the WPA stepped in, offered te 
give these mountain farmers from 
three to five months work a year 
provided the FSA would co-operate. 
An agreement with the North Caro- 
lina welfare department was worked 
out. Road building, a county office 
building, a hospital, needed conser- 
vation work, gave a smal’ cash in- 
come to 500 certified families. 

The farmers and their families 
did their part. They budgeted the 
money earned on the projects, im- 
proved their homes, water supply, 
sanitation, raised more food for their 
own consumption, canned an aver- 
age of 300 quarts of vegetables and 


| fruit for the winter. 


The experiment was successful 
enough to interest the Farm Se 
curity administration to plan fur- 
ther, similar projects in the south- 
ern Allegheny region, which cov- 
ers 55,000,000 acres. There is plen- 
ty of conservation work that needs) 
to be done in that county and the 
forest service is expected to co. 
operate. 

The net result of this program is 
work for men who need it, better; 
food, better farms. This type of 
federal and state co-operation may) 
grow into a great post-war conser- 


vation program. j
